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The  Duke  of  Edinburgh's  Award  started  in  Britain  in  1956,  and 
in  November  2006,  Donte  Hunt  (National  Director)  and  I 
represented  Bermuda  at  the  Award  Forum  in  Edinburgh  (see 
photo  with  HRH  The  Earl  of  Wessex).  The  occasion  was  more 
than  just  a  conference,  as  it  provided  the  opportunity  to 
celebrate  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Award.  This  year  is  a  very 
important  one  to  the  Award  in  Bermuda,  as  it  was  started  40 
years  ago  in  1967,  one  of  the  oldest  established  Award 
programmes  outside  Britain. 

Since  I  took  the  first  group  of  Bronze  Award  students  at 
Warwick  Academy  in  1990,  over  400  students  have  achieved 
either  Bronze,  Silver  or  Gold  awards.  Those  who  have  been 
through  the  programme  in  Bermuda  are  part  of  a  very  special 
'club'  that  includes  awardees  from  120  countries  around  the 
world.  I  find  it  immensely  gratifying  to  see  the  determination 
of  so  many  young  people  in  gaining  their  Awards.  It  is  always 
pleasing  to  see  many  former  participants  now  doing  so  well  in 
the  community  and  several  will  admit  to  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh's  Award  experience  as  not  only  being  a  memorable 
part  of  their  school  life  but  a  beneficial  experience  too.

Following  a  hearty  breakfast  the  next  morning, 
the  group  made  their  way  by  truck  to  Windsor 
Beach,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Mid  Ocean 
Club,andsetaboutcollectingsimilardataforasouth 
shore  beach.  The  larger  waves  here  enticed  more 
of  the  group  into  the  water  to  play  in  the  surf. 
On  completion  we  headed  back  to  the  lab  to  write 
up  the  day's  results,  with  a  short  interlude  for 
dinner.  The  final  morning  was  spent  making 
comparisons  of  the  physical  processes  affecting 
north  and  south  shore  beaches  in  Bermuda. 
All  in  all,  it  was  a  successful  and  most  enjoyable 
few  days.
